Heed The Warning 


The police department’s warming to all parents to in- 
struct their children about the dangers of accepting rides 
or becoming friendly with strangers is a sound one. It’s a 
warning that can not be repeated too often. 

As it happens, there have been more cases of child 
molestation here in recent months than is usually the 
case. But even if there had been not a single case, itis 
wise to remind parents of their responsibility to instruct 
their children about such matters. 

If both parents and children follow the sensible sugges- 
tions outlined in the police department warning, there may 
be fewer cases of molestation in the future. 

Briefly, the advice is this: 

Don't accept rides with strangers, or go anywhere with 
a stranger. Get away quickly. 

The incident should be reported to any adult the child 
knows, 

Get descriptions of the individual, the car, and get the 
registration number if possible. 

Adults are urged to report anyone seen acting suspi- 
ciously around children, and to get, if possible a descrip-" 
tion and the registration number of the car. 

Following these rules may result in saving lives. 


Action Needed Now 


Immediate action will be needed if some form of emer- 
gency communications system is to be installed on Route 


93, for the protection of those who use that highway. 

We understand that Chief Henry L. Hilton has suggested 
that this item be included in a fire department capital 
expenditures budget. 

But there also is a possibility that this may be, in part 
at least, a state problem as well. For this is a federal- 
state highway, and thus it may be that either the state or 
federal agencies may become involved, 

Whatever has to be done, it seems important that it get 
underway immediately. 

The need is apparent — just the example of one car 
being consumed by flames because it took so long to 
summon assistance should be sufficient to warrant action. 

In the end, it may be that the town will want to install 
citizen’s telephone alarms on the bridge structures — 
these are hooked up directly to the police station and are 
less likely to be tampered with than is a regular tele- 
phone. A lot of people would feel easier using these new 
thru-ways if they know that it is possible to summon help, 
for themselves or someone else, quickly and accurately.

The cargo plane carried 49 
Jersey heifers and bulls, nine 
Nubian goats, eight New Zealand 
rabbits, eight mallard black ducks 
and some hand farm tools. As a 
**cowboy”’ on this trip, Mr. Hebard 
rode in a bucket seat between 
bales of hay, bags of grain, and 
cans of water, and helped tend the 
animals. Some of the shipment went 
to the Greek government, and under 
the direction of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, the calves will be used 
in the experimental and breeding 
stations. 

Some of the calves, the goats 
and rabbits were consigned to the 
Congregational Christian Service 
Committee for Domnista, a rémote 
region in the mountains of central 
Greece. The remainder of the 
shipment went to an area of north- 
western Greece which centers in 
loannina, where the World Council 
of Churches has a team of young 
men and women bringing direct aid 
in the form of agricultural and 
domestic instruction. These young 
people, coming from many western 
nations and some from far-eastern 
countries, are living examples of 
Christian love. 

Having traveled extensively 
through the countryside, Mr.
